Beach Population Becoming Dense

On one side there were bailder R. G. Moore, Us at- 
tonwy. Grower Wr^t, the prospect of "quality" 
housing and "affordable" housing and a divergence 
from density recommended by the city of Virginia 
Beach's Comprehensive Plan. 

On the other side there were the oity staff concerned 
about inadequate roads and the viability of the Com- 
prehensive Plan. 

The result was thfe approval of a rezoning which 
would permit S.2 units peracre in an area where the 
Comprehensive Plan recommends a density of an 
average four units per acre. 

Entering in the discussion was the definition of a 
"tract" whether the reputation of the builder had any 
relevance, and whether the inadequacy of city services 
should be considered at all. 

White and Hoff Associates had applied for a chnage 
of zoning from R-S Residential District to R-8 Residen- 
tial District on a 49.707 - acre parcel south of London 
Bridge Road, northwest of the intersection of London 
Bridge Road and Oceana Boulevard in the Princess An- 
ne Borough. 

On July 13 Council deferred the application to this 
Monday after a tie vote. On Monday, with a full Coun- 
cil, the vote was 7-4. Vkc Mayor HaroM Hdachober 
who had voted against the rttohing on July' 13, switched 
his vote and CoaaeflaMB Dr. Clarence A. Hollaad who 
was abaeat dvriag the tint vote, abo voted for the 
rezoning. 

What seemed to be the deciding factor in 
Heischober's case was the definition of a tract of land. 
The definition he accepted allowed him to consider as 
one tract the 49.7 acres plus another 14 acres under the 
same developer. The 14 acres are zoned R-S which will 
bring the overall average density for die two parcels 
down. Not to four units per acre, but lower. 

During the first hearing, Wright argued that ihit 
average density for the area would be brought down 
even lower than four units per acre because other 
developments have fewer than four units per acre. 

The existing zoning allows 149 single-famfly homes 
while the new zoning allows 298 duplex units. 

Wright said the plan is to construct 34 single-family 
detached homes on the 14 acres and to construct single- 
family homes with zero lot lines on the remianing 
IMTOperty which is permitted in the R-8 district. The 64- 
acre tract would have 300 units for an average density of 
4.6 units per acre. 

Monday he told Council that he appealed for 
rezoning in tffms of quality housing. He said that the 
MIdcr, R. G. Moore, has an excellent rqnitation. He 
said that aU the units will be single-family for sale homes 
contianing 1467 to 1600 square feet and sdUng for 
below $70,000. 

In answer to a question from CowKflaua Dr. E. T. 
Baehaaaa on his definition of a tract of land, Wright 
said it was a parcel of land under a single ownenhip and 
control. 

Heischober agreed. 

CoaadwmBM Rdn McClanni said she ccnnmended 
Moore for his reputation but "I don't think it's 
relevant. I think who's who may be important to spme 
peofrie but what's what is important to me." She 
moved to deny the petition because pubfic services were 
less dian adequate and the rezoning was notcompatible 
with the Comprehensive Plan. 

C o— diw—Mui ■arbara Hcalcy said that "if we're 
going to rise and fan on the basis of one tract. . ." She 
said that the cluster housing being coosideiied by Coun- 
cil is designed to address questions like this. She hdd 
that die Comprdiensive Plan was the greatest baA for 
planning. 



CoBBcHman W. H. Kitchin m said that "we are 
being asked to make houses affordable. We're opening 
the door to a plan before we evaluate the plan." 

City Phuuitaig Director Robert Scott said that an 
evaluation of the Comprehensive Plan is on-going. 

Kitchin said that moving away from the Comprehen- 
sive Plan to a policy for "affordable housing," is 
premature. 

"The dty has ah-eady deviated from the Plan," 
CoBKibBan Joba A. Baam said. He added that court 
decisions indicate that local governments are to provide 
services and the inadequacy of services should not be 
considered in a rezoning. 

"We're just pretneding we have a plan, it seems to 
me," he said. 

CoBBcUaiaa Patrick L. Staadiag suggested that too 
little thought has been given to changing lifestyles~the 
types of cars people buy, the impact on the highways, 
the cost of gas, the size of families, the size of homes 
and the way the automobile is operated. He said he 
might be pragmatic but that he "looked with jaundiced 
eye . . . after going through so many rezonings." 

He referred to a "social state," and said, "If that's 
the kind of society you want I think you're living in the

wrong country." 

Heischober quipped, "I didn't know what affordable 
housing is. Now I know it's quality housing. 1 believe 
in the Comprehensive plan but when we have Moore's 
background an track record, we should go along." 

"We going to put ourselves on a limb when we call 
one person a quality builder," Kitchin said. "Others 
will come in." 

Coaacilaiaa ReM Ervia said reasonableness should be 
considered. He said he voted against more Planned 
Unit Developmems (PUDS) than anybody else on 
Council and against more multifamily developments 
than anybody else on Council. 

Standing said that more dassiflcations are needed in 
zoning districts. 

CoBBciiwoman Meyera Oberndorf tefuted the 
argument that other developments were below the 
recommended density so that some could be above for 
an acceptable overall average density. She said if she 
were a businessman, "1 don't think 1 would ^take a 
loss," to accomodate someone else. 

Voting against approval were" Henley, Kitchin, Mc- 
Clanan and Oberndorf.

Also being considered 
is a plan to increase the 
number of permits issued 
to Currituck Sound 
residents who want to 
drive their vehicles over 
the beach to get to their 
homes. At present, only 
39 homeowners have 
permits. Of the 3,000 
lots in the Subdivision. 
300 have homes on them. 

Henley said the Plan- 
ning Department should 
have the opporiunity to 
look at the proposals. 

Increasing the number 
of permits, CoaBcUauui 
Joba A. Banai said, 
would be a bother. "A 
lot of us may want to go 
through Dam Neck (or 
other areas)" to get to 
destinations.

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Rehabilitation Grant 

For Non- Violent Offenders

Non-vioknt ofFenders will receive special help 
toward rehabilitation from a Community Diver- 
sion Incentive Program with a S12S,948 grant 
from the State Department of Corrections. 

Some skepticism over the program was ex- 
pressed by Virginia Beach City Council members 
Monday afternoon, but they unanimously accep- 
ted the grant and appropriated the funds. At the 
same time Council established a Community 
Corrections Resource Board to qualify for the 
grant. 

Coaacttaiaa W. H. KitcMa HI remarked. "It 
seems like we're going overboard." He referred 
to another program which permits an individual 
convicted of drunk driving to attend class as part 
of his sentence. If the drunk driver lost his license 
for life, that would be an incentive, he said. 

Coaadlwoaua Barbara Healey said she was 
concerned about creating another board. 

Coaaciiwonaa Reba McCiaaaa could tee 
numerous counselors needed for lOO's of offen- 
ders. The program includes counseling services 
for employment counseling, psychiatric aAd 
family counseling, substance abuse counseling and 
short-term residential care in a non-institutional 
setting. 

Of the first year grant of $125,948. S30.000 vdll 
be used for adminjstration (community coim;- 
tions coordinator and a part-time secretary). 
Funds to continue the program through at least 
two more years were included in the Governor's 
draft budget. 

The program will deal with adjudicated non- 
violent offenders (involving property crimes). The 
board will consist of two members appointed by 
the chief judge of the Circuit Court, two members 
appointed by the Mayor and one member appoin- 
ted by ofncials of the Department of Corrections. 
No reimbursement for expenses will be nuule. 

*'Wc can end up with counselors for every crime 
we have." Kitchin said. 

Reffering to the non-violent provision, Coaa- 
cilaiaa Jokn A. Baam said that "anybody who 
takes my property is going to have violence." 

SPCA Money Questioned 

The use of public money to help support the Virginia 
Beach SPCA has been questioned by the Virginia Beach 
Vetinarians Association. 

Mayor Dr. J. Hcary McCoy Jr. told City CouncU at 
an informal session Monday afternoon thf^ the 
Association has charged that the SPCA is infring^ on 
the activities of private veterinarian services. 

Qty Msupr Gcorfe L. Haakwry said that tbedty 
contributes $10,000 to the SPCA and asked whether the 
complaints were "m«jor enough to no longer give them 
the donation." 

The veterinarians may have a legitimate complaint, 
McCoy said. The SPCA has recently started to oUer 
veterinarian services for some animals. 

Coaadlmaa Dr. darcace A. Hollaad, who is a 
physician, said that medical doctors might make the 
same charge against the Health Department. He said to 
"let them sctte! it themselves." 

Coaacilwoman Reba McCtenan pointed out that the 
animals receiving treatment are those no one else will 
take care of. 

The veterinarians would not get money for these 
animals, anyway, Coancilman RcM Ervia pointed out. 

The question got no further.

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Beach Naturalists Learn 
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National Wildlife Federation Cal^ For Secretary Watt's Dismissal

Beach naturalists have learned that the National 
Wildlife Federation has called upon PKsidcBt ibagaa 
to fire James G. Watt as Secretary of the Interior. 

Ik. Jay D. Hair, cxecnthrc rkc presidcvt irf the 
■atioa's biggest dtiiens coaservadoB gnwp, said Watt 
has "lost the confidence of Americans who are 
concerned about our environment and the conservatkn 
of the natural resources Mr. Watt was aiqxxnted to 
protect." 

Ibe NWF, Hair said, has reluctantly decided that 
"the evidence of Mr. Watt's unsuitability for the job he 
holds has become so overwhehning . . . Uiat the soomer 
he is relieved of his duties the better it will be for our 
country and our resources." 

NWF has 4.5 million members and supporters in all 
SO states. Before deciding Watt should be fired, Hair 
said. NWF made an in-depth study of his six-mdoth 
record in office and "found it wanting in nearly every 
respect." NWF also polled 4,000 oS its members and 
found that although they voted two to one for RoaaU 
Reagaa over Jinuiy Garter last year, they rejected 
Watt's position on 10 of 11 current environmental 
issues. 

The 117-page study (tf Watt's record and the results 
of the membership survey were made public at an NWF 



news confereni^. While other, emdonunental groups 
Jave denounced Watt Jab|-?jS8iJig|«^, NWF held its 
fire, Hair said, in the ITdpelfai~*^ience is the best 
remedy for every touble." 

The Federatfosmed to maintain a dialog with Watt 
while others ;■ were calling for his ouster. Hair 
continued, but finnaly found that "our patience has not 
been rewarded." 

NWF found. Hair said, that Watt "places a much 
higher jjriority on esploitation and development than on 
conservation . . .that while he pays lip service to 
environmental protection, he is working to undermine ' 
or circumvent many of our basic environmental ' 
protection laws . . . (and) that he is inflexible andk. 
unresponsive to ideas and entreaties from the"^ 
conservation movement." 

Hair said he saw no possibility oi "rehabilitating" 
President Reagan's most controversial Cabinet officer 
and therefore "removal is the only option we see open 
to the President. We have reached this conclusion 
rehictantly-even sftdly-because we have no personal 
^nimus against Mr. Watt, and we still want to 
cooperate with the Reagan Administration in bringing 
about the 'new beginning' for America that the 
President called for so eloquently in his inaugural 
address."

It also contained a list of eight issues on which Hair 
said he asked Watt to take immediate action" during 
their June 9 meeting. The list included a lifting of the 
ban on park and refuge acquisitions to permit the 
purchase of "critically threatened" sites, a delay in oil 
and gas leasing on Alaska Wildlife refuges, a 
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resumption of the Ksting of endangered species, and 
urgent implementation of new strip mine rules to 
prevent evasion of the Surface Mining Act. 

In some cases, the study noted. Watt took no aaion 
and made no response. In others, he tocA a course of 
action opposite to what NWF recommended. 

The poU of 4,000 I^IWF associate members revealed, 
according to Hair, that the Secretary is "out of step, not 
only with the views of conservation leaders who have 
called on him, but with the mainstream of American 
thought on conservation issues." The poll asked eleven 
questions on six environmental issues, including 
further acquisition of parklands, mineral exploration in 
wilderness areas, oil drilling in marine sanctuaries 
along the continental shelf, and further listing of 
endangered species. 

Each question on the pdl offered two or three choices 
which included positions that have been taken by or 
attributed to Secretary Watt. However, no option was 
identified as an NWF or Watt position.

members favored NWF positions for every one who 
favored Watt's positions. Those who said they had 
voted for Reagan rejected Watt's positions by ahnost as 
big a margin as all NWF members. 
•The issue which recieved the highest anti-Watt 
response concerned those areas being studied for 
designation as wilderness. Only one percent agreed 
with the Secretary that industry should be allowed to 
explore wilderness study areas for oil, gas, or mineral 
deposits. Fifty-four percent thought wilderness study 
areas should remain closed to exploration during the 
study period, while 42 percent thought exploration 
should take place "only if companies are able to erase 
the effects of exploration in those areas where they fail 
to find anything." Two percent coakin't choose among 
the three positkxis, and one percent responded that 
they didn't know. 

Members were also asked how they felt about Watt's 
positions on conservation and development. Almost 80 
percent of those who fek qualified to judge Watt's 
policies said he is "too extreme in promoting 
development." 

To provide a cross-clwck on the results of the general 
membership survey, NWF also conducted a poll of 167 
of its grassroots leaders-officers and directors of its 
state affiliate organizations. Of these leaders, 117 
responded—a 70 percent return, will all SO states 
represented-and 61 percent reported that they voted

The leaders, this poll showed, jwere even stronger in 
their opposition to Secretary ^att than the random 
sampling of associate members. ^On-^l^e question 
conservation vs. development, 81 
was "too extreme" in favoring development.'**'©!!^ I 
percent agreed with Watt's call for oil, gas and mineral 
exploration of wilderness study areas. 

Hair read his statement on Watt at a Washingtoi 
news conference two hours after delivering to the 
White House a letter to President Reagan asking the 
President to dismiss Watt. The White House had no 
immediate ccnunent on the letter or on'NWF's request.

For the Virginia Beach 
household pet, summer 
means more walks on the 
beach, leisurely car rides 
and lazy days in the back 
yard. Unfortunately, 
summer can also mean 
more fleas. 

You should suspect that 
your cat or dog has fleas if 
the pet scratches vigor- 
ously at the skin around 
the ears, neck, tail or hind 
legs. These are the areas 
most commonly infected 
by fleas. You can also 
Ipart the pet's hair and 
look for small, dark brown 
insects that scurry away 
from the light. 

Blood suckers 

These small, blood- 
sucking pests can be much 
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more than a passing 
nuisance. They feed on 
your pet's blood, and 
large numbers of them can 
made a young kitten or 
puppy anemic. They may 
also be the indirect cause 
of bald spots, redness or 
other types of skin 
irritation that develop 
when the pet scratches its 
inflamed skin. Fleas are 
also intermediate hosts for 
tapeworms. If an irritated 
cat or dog snaps at an in- 
fected flea and swallows 
it, the tapeworm will be 
released to continue its 
development in the pet's 
digestive tract. 

There are a variety of 
products that you can 
choose to relieve your 
pet's flea problem. 

Flea powders are easy to 
apply but messy. Some 
contain ingredients that 
kill fleas; others tem- 
porarily stun the inseas, 
which must be brushed 
out of the pet's coat onto 
newspapers, and burned. 

Shampoos are the most 
effective way to eliminate 
a heavy flea infestation. 
You begin by thoroughly 
wetting the cat or dog, 
starting Just behind the 
eaxs, and wofking in the 
insecticidal soap from 
neck to tail. It's impor- 
tant to shampoo the entire 
animal, including the un- 
derside. You don't want 
to leave dry spots where 
the fleas can escape the 
shampoo. You should 
also carefully soap and 
. rinse the pet's ear flaps 
and muzzle, keeping the 
soapy water out of the 
pet's eyes and inner ear 
cznal. 

Flea collars and tags are 
another way to aiiack 
your pet's flea problem. 
These products will siowh 
release insecticides for 
several months, if you 
foUow directions for use 
carefully. The coltar< 
should be carefully ad- 
justed so they don't vvi" 
the pet's coat or irritait 
die skin. The tags mus: b.^ 
dose enough to the Kviy 
so pets can't chew .>ii 
them. 

Treating your pei i^ 
only half of the solutioi^ : .^ 
the flea problem.

General Assembly Candidates Canvassed 

Reverse Brutality Issue On Stage

Virginit Beach candidates for Virginia General 
Assembly have announced their intentions, and are now 
preparing for party conventions. 

Yet, as early campaign strategies evince, and regional 
water and redistriaing issues beckon to be addressed, 
another important Virginia Beach issue is begging for 
public attention: reverse police brutality. 

Assults on Virginia Beach police officers, city-wide, 
totaled 93 in 1979. In 1980. the figure climbed to 120. 
Through June of this year, 72 assualts have been com- 
mitted on Beach police officers, which may result in 
r 140 total assaults for 1981 . 

a Virginia Beach, assault on a police officer is 
..a^ksified as simple assault. If convicted, fines may 
range between $10 and SI. 000 with no mandatory jail 
sentence. In other words, socking a cop is no worst than 
bobbing your boss. 

Legislators and police profesional agree, ffii^c-^^ 
of simple assault carries enough of a fine, if imiwM. to 
deter certain members of society from defacing pcriice 
officers. The problem, so it's rumored, is with those 
worda, "if imposed." 

According to many sources in the Virginia Beach 
Police Department, Virginia Beach general district and 
traffic court judges rarely impose substantial fines or 
penalties for persons convicted of asiaulting police of- 
ficers. Rather than imposing a 100 day jail sentcnoe and 
11.000 fine, for example, a judge may fine the defen- 



dant $10 to $30 and suspend any hoped for jail sentence. 
Needless to say, assaulted p^ice officers don't ap^ 
predate this line of sentencing. There have even been 
reports that at least one Beach judge has asked officers 
to shake their assailants' hand during court. The of- 
ficeradetpise this idea 

Here's where delega es enter the scene. 

If judges won't take it upon themselves to dish out 
more punishment to people who assault police, the 
police will look to legislfllocs for new laws which make it 
more difficult for a judge to dismiss a reverse brutality 
case so quickly. The drawback ii, that even if new 
legislation is enacted which escalates the charge of 
assauh on policemen out of the simple assault categt^, 
unless expressly written, the jud^ hearing the case 
could reduce tlie charge or still dismiss the case. So 
again, the ball rolls into the judges' court. 

Reaction to reverse police brutality in Virginia Beach 
by legislators is vaired. The following comments were 
made by General Assembly candidates and incumbents.

Neither can I as an attorney or legislator. Many donH 
understand what a great thing it is for a judge to have 
(Jiscretionary power. Any infraction on the behalf of a 
judge, however, can be reported to a state judicial 
review board, composed of Virginia Supreme Court 
Justices. 

"I would, if I'm fortunate enough to be re-elected, 
talk with officers and possiMy enact legislation to hdp 
protect the pofice. I tldnk we need more personal con- 
tact betweoi the pt^ce officers and the l^islalors. We 
need to sit down with then and see if we can't give them 
some reUef . In the meantime, the best thing for them to 
do is go themselves, or send representatives froin the 
Fraternal Order of Police Lodge or something, to the 
judges and talk with them about their problems." 

Delegate Owen Pickett, (D), 10 yean deic«atc, 18 
year Beach resideBt, BMrriad with three eiriMrca, Hvci hi 
LiBller lectioa: "We already have adequate tools 
available to curb the assaults on police officers. But to 
deter future attacks on pc^ce officers, we may have to 
c(Hisider using other tools. The State Crime Com- 
mission has a special committee, headed by Del^ate 
Ray Ashw(»th, and I asked its staff to look in to this 
problem in Viipnia Beach. He said he and his staff 
woidd look into it. He should have data to make an ac- 
cesanentofthesituatimi. I think Virginia Beach has an 
exodleat crinunal jnstioe system. If the reverse pqHot 
bnitaKty rate is a rbing trend. I'm dcfiaatdy-alarmed by 
it. It's obvious that respect for authority has

are four men 
who see a unique side of

These men 
are Virginia Beach Police 
Chaplains; local 
reverends and ministe.-s 
who volunteer their time 
to ride with, and assist 
Beach policemen in their 
daily duties, and share 
their daily nightmares. 

The Sun caught up 
with two of the four 
Chaplains. 

The Reverend George 
T. Stallings, First 
Colonial Baptist Church, 
regularly rides with of- 
ficers in the volatile 
second precinct, where 
the troublesome resort 
strip surges during the 
summer. 

Stallings knows of the 
problems, and assaults 
that plague second 
precinct police officers 
over the summer. 

"My philosophy is 
that a police officer is a 
servant of the city and 
the people; sworn to en- 
force the law," StaUings 
said. "They are not 
toSaocbing bags f<||:^ose 
persons who wish to pick 
on police officers. 

"I believe there ought 
to be at least a six month 
mandatory jail term for 
persons convicted of 
assaulting police of- 
ficers." 

Stallings said people 
should submit to police 
officers, and air any 
complaints over their ac^ 
tions in court. But it's 
that day in court that up- 
sets most police officers. 
"People think if 
they're drunk, they can 
go beat up policemen 
and get away with it," 
Stallings said. "The 
defendant will go before 
the judge, say he was 
drunk and became upset 
because the officer 
didn't talk to hhn right 
and assaulted the officer, 
but he didn't mean to. ~ 
And. many times the 
man will be free to go af- 
ter paying a minimum 
fine, much to the agcmy 
of the arresting officer." 
StalUngs said the in- 
ternal affairs division of 
the Virginia Beach police 
departmeRt deals very 
harshly with problems 
within the ranks. He 
maintains that the depar- 
tment is, "honest and 
dedicated, which is 
Mmetliiiif I can't say for 
many others." 

ViiliBia Beach traflic, 
and genera! district court 
judges, according to 
Staffiofs, are who could 
nip the problem of 



assaults on policemen in 
the bud before waiting 
for the General Assem- 
bly to create new laws. 

"The judges could 
correct the situation 
right now," Stallings 
said, "the laws are on 
the books which will 
allow a judge to impose 
jail time for simple 
assauh. Bui wbat hap- 
pens, is that the man 
comes into the cour- 
troom and tells the judge 
he was gut of his head 
when he struck the of- 
ficer, and gets let free. 
Meanwhile, the cops are 
on the streets with a 
couple of teeth missing, 
and a broken nose, 
looking for help. It 
seems that today, society 
has more mercy for the 
criminal than for than 
the police that are 
assaulted. The police are 
becoming disgusted." 

Stallings says he's 
tired of a "permissive 
society" which allows in- 
fractions against law en- 
forcement officers to oc- 
cur. 

"if this trend con- 
tinues," Stallings said, 
"not pj^ly will- the city 
lose i!»ofice manpower, 
but it will lose the 
thousands of dollars it 
has invested in each of 
the resigned officers." 

Stallings said he looks 
to the public and the 
press for exerting 
pressure on local judges 
and General Assembly 
delegates. 

"If the news media 
would get behind this 
problem" Stallings said, 
"the General Assembly 
legislators would 
probably act. 

"The citizens of . 
Virginia Beach need to 
awaken to the fact that 
cops need protection. 
When I was a cop out in 
the county, residents 
were banished from the 
county for up to a year 
for assaulting officers.

Viritaia Beach Police 
Chaplatai Don Stadon, 

who rides shotgun in the 
third precinct and is a 
former Virginia State 
Trooper, reoills an in- 
cident which drove home 
the impact of the reverse 
brutality problem in 
A^giiua Beach. 

"b was one morning 
aboot 2 a.m., and the car 
in wiiicfa I was riding was 
called to check on a

We found out that a man 
was in the house had 
beat her up and was now 
with the womans' si«cr 
in the house. Four police 
officers had arrived by 
now, and they went in. I 
followed, and found the 
other woman lying on 
the floor screeming and 
sobbing. She had a heel 
mark on her forehead 
where the man had 
kicked her.

"It's diffibult^forlne 
to comment on such a 
matter," Stadon said. 
"I have a great respect 
for the law and the 
criminal justice system, 
and it's hard for me to 
criticize it, even if its 
wrong. I know the of- 
ficers were upset after 
the case was dismissed. I 
know the feeling of 
having a good case lost 
over a judges' decision. 
The problem is that the 
judges don't see the 
assault as it happens.

"I think a mandatory jail term should be imposed for 
persons convicted of assaulting police offlcers," said 
Viritinla Beach Commonwealth's Atioraey Aaire 
Kvans following his recent re-election announcement. 

"Pdice are very visible signs of authority, and 
subject of much abuse. I have instructed my staff to 
help assaulted police ofTicers in the prosecution of their 
assailants. This is unique because routinely, our office 
doesn't handle misdemeanor offenses." 

Evans, who has been at his post for 14 years and 
boasts a conviction rate of 90^, said he assigns 
prosecutors to the lower courts five, instead of the usual 
three days a week. He also champions the technique of 
presumptive sentencing in dealing with assault 
offenders. 

"Presumptive sentencing would eliminate, for 
example, sentences ranging froni one day to 20 yean/*^ 
Evans explained, "and would narrow the mandatory 
sentence to between three and five years. This would 
make more certain the punishmem of criminals for 
ceruin offenses, while still aHowing the judge some 
flexibility." 

Evans, 48, announced Sunday that he will seek the 
Democratic nomination for Virginia Beach's Conunon- - 
wealth's attorney's seat. 

Although not formally announced, Evans' opponent 
is likely to be RepaMfcM PmI Sdottiao, a SI year old 
Beach lawyer and former head of the major offenses 
bureau, under Evans. 

Flanked by his wife Nell, and their two sons, Jim and 
Avery, Evans said the commonwealth's attorney's 
ofrice has kept pace with the constantly growing City of 
Virginia Beach. 

"Although Virginia Beach is the largest city in the 
state," Evans read from a prepared statement, "we 
have maintained the 'neighborhood' quality of life that 
is so attractive to those of us who make this our home. 

"Unfortunately, a community such as ours also 
attracts criminal elements. To meet this challenge 1 
have developed special programs." 

Evans refers to the major offense bureau, which 
"specializes in putting career crimiiials in prison where 
they belong." Evans nbtes the use of "vertical 
prosecution" whereby one attorney is responsible for a 
case from its beginning. Evans is also proud of his 
victim/witness program, which provides assistance for 
people subpoenaed to appear in court; and of the court 
docent program which allows Beach school children to 
observe the courts in action. 

Evans said that during the last 12 months his office 
has made 7.808 appearances in Virginia Beach courts. 
Of the 1,974 cases handled, 1,776 resulted in guilty 
verdicts, resulting in a conviction rate of 89.%^. 

Evans said he has set the following goals for the 
Virginia Beach Commonwealth's attorney's office: 

•Continued state financial support of local law 

enforcement provided by i-louse Bill 599. As a result of 
this legislation, the City of Virginia beach will receive 
more than S6 million during the current biennium. 

•Enactment of legislation that gives prosecuting 
attorneys the right to appeal questions of law. Allowing 
a criminal to go ftee on the unreviewable decision of a 
single judge is a denial of the public's right to a fiur 
trial. Criminals have the right to appeal-so should the 
prosecution. 

•Enactment of legislation that will retain jury 
sentencing while allowing for a two-part trial, one 
proceeding for the finding of guilt or innocence and 
another for sentencing. During the final part of the 
trial, the juty will be informed of both the defendam's 
prior record and the rules of parole eligibiUty. In this 
way we can have sentences that are fair for ixjth 
parties. The scales must be evenly balanced, not 
tipped in favor of the criminal. The law-abiding public 
is entitled to equal justice.

Attacks On Police Occur 
All Over City; Nor f 61k Also 

Attacks on police officers are not confined to a 
particular precinct, or city. 

WeU publicized are attacks on Virginia Beach 
second precinct, resort strip beat offico^. The 
third precinct, however, reports "the second 
precinct always has more assaults on officers 
during the summer, but during the course of the 
entire year, assaults occur city-wide," said acting 
tUrd precinct crime analyst D.L. Lowmaa. 
Lowman also reports that the first precinct, (in the 
southern part of the city) hasn't recorded an 
assaulted policeman in the last three weeks. 

DcbMe Clark, Virginfai Beach Poike Depar- 
tment statistician, reports that thus far in 1981, 72 
officers have been assaulted in Virginia Beach. A 
breakdown of these offenses indicate that nine of- 
ficers have been assaulted twice each; five officers, 
three times each; one officer, four times, and the 
other 35 once. 

In Norfolk, according to Norfolk Police Depar- 
tment statistician Margaret Jerdan, 146 poticeof- 
ficers were assaulted in 1979; 130 in 1980; and 103 
thus far in 1981.

Activating public sentiment, and acceptance of 
a challenge will protect \%ginia Beach pt^ce 
(rflicers from future assaults. 

Outcries from the Virginia Beach citizenry, and 
from officers, may exert enough pressure on local 
judges to force them to impose harsher penalties 
for those who attack poUce officers. Withoitt 
public pressure, expecting an attitudinal change 
from the bench is unlikdy. 

Concensus indicates that Virginia Beach 
judges are too for removed from the blood and 
violence which accompanies ap<rfice officer's 




dangerous, and stressful 
occupation. Virginia, 
Beadi Police Department 
ofjficers and officials are 
reluctant to criticize local 
judges, or make too many 
waves over possible legi- 
slation in favor fA their 
protection. Their only 
outlet is through the ' 
press, which in turn, may 
stimulate public senti- 
ment for battered cops. 

The burden of actually 
utilizing tools that would 
protect officers falls on 
local judges. Even if laws 
are rewritten to make 
assault against a police of- 
ficer a felony offense, the 
judge would probably still 



have the authority to reduce the charge or dismiss 
it entirely. Virginia Beach geijeral district an4 
traffic couri judges are challenged to use resources 
already available to them, in curbing attacks on 
police. 

In 1978, the year latest comprehensive figures ■ 
are available, out of a total of 431,000 law 
enforcement officers nationwide, 93 were killed 
and 2,220 were injured, bi Virginia Beach, the 
next few years, assaults on officers will number in 
the hundreds. 

Laws, in themselves, won't protect policemen. 

They are no more efTecUvc than the judges 
assigned to implement them. 

A simple assault law, which attempts to be fair 
to all accused parties before the bench, is actually 
hurting police officers across the country, and vrill 
carry over into \^ginia Beach. 

A town or city without police protection, 
because police are being abused, is analogous to 
an okl western town without a sheriff, or at best, 
an ineffective one. 

Unless judges begin imposing increasingly 
stiffer penalties on those who assauh pdicemen, 
there is likely to be high noon showdown between 
policy officers, judges, and General Assembly 
legislatars. 

And true to the Old West movies, tt's local 
residents who wiD be wounded m the crossfire. 
For certain, a lawless town whidi doesn't deter 
violence on its public servants, can certainly offer 
BO protection to its reaidents.

Anyone concerned for a community must 
respect police officers; and they must respect judges 
too. It appears that the community is outraged bv the 
attacks on the police. If people knew we had a hanging 
judge in Virginia Beach, there might be fewer assaults. 
But what usually happens is. a scared man goes before 
the judge expecting the worst and he gets a slap on the 
hand from the tooth fairy. My general concern is that 
the public give their support for the officer on the street.

Virgiiiia Besch next Monday wiU decide what to do 
with the 16-acre dty-owned fcmner incinerator site off 
L4MkinRoad. 

Residents have suggested a public park. Private 
devdc^MTS have proposed a theme park. 

Before deferring a decision to next Mmiday, Council 
Monday afternoon heard speakers expressing support 
or opposition to the propouh. 

Jcny F. McDoaadl, who owns or has options on ad- 
jacent property, has proposed a Nqitune Thane Park. 
He said it would not be like Busch Oardois. but more 
like Carmd in Calif(miia Or Mystic Seaport in Connec- 
ticut. 

He said thoe would be no rides, and that the park 
would include crafts, q)ecialties, an aquariam and 
design features. Also planned is a buffer of trees, 
shrubs and fences and a provision for pedestrian walk- 
ins at 28th Street. He said the dty revenues would be in- 
creased and more iobs would be created. 



Resolution Opposes 
Washington Air 
Service Change 

Virginia Beach City Council opposed proposals ap- 
proved by officials of the Deputment of Transpor- 
tation and the Federal Aviation Administration, which 
would affect air service between this area and 
Washington, D.C. 

In a resolution approved Monday afternoon by a vote 
of 8-2, Council has asked that the new rules not be en- 
forced until an independent evaluation presents the im- 
pact upon citizens of Virginia Beach . 

The changes, scheduled to go into effect on Oct. 25, 
would transfer some of the flights which now use 
Washington National Airport to Oulles International 
Airport. 

Mayor DrfJ. Hcuy McCoy Jr. said, "If you have to 
use Dulles, you may as weU drive." 

CoancUwoBiaa Rcka McCtanaa said that the 
proposals are "Northern Yiiginia's apivoach to ibe 
poQution problem." 

According to DOT the new policy is designed to 
assure the maximum safety of air operations in the 
Washington area, reduce muse and congestion at 
National Airport and encourage greater use of Dulles 
International Airport. Over-use of the "dose-in" 
Washington National can result in congestion, DOT 
says, and at the same time Dulles is operating well bdow 
ci^Muaty. 

Kcncth R. Scott, cxccalivc dficctor off the Norfolk 
Port aad bdastrial Aathority which operates Norfolk 
International Airpmt, says that to accommodate ad- 
ditional long haul flights provided for the new policy, 
some of the present short haul flights wiU have to be 
eliminated. 

The new rules also call (or a Umit of 16 million 
passengers a year at Washington National, forcing 
airlines with noisier aircraft or nighttime operations to 
use the larger Dulles Airport, constructing the connec- 
tor hi^iway between I-^ ami the Dulles access road, 
making National Airport off-timits to virtually aD the 
air carrier jetliners now serving the airport by 1986 (only 
the newer quieter planes will be permitted), and esttcn- 
ding the nonstop limit for Natiomd departures-DPom 630 
to'l .000 statute^mHes.

Farmers Market: Ag or Social?

A Farmers Market isn't what it used to be, a place for 
Virginia Beach fanners to market their produce. 

It's more of a cultural and recreational activity said 
one tenant at the Virginia Beach Farmers Market and 
should be under the city's Parks and Recreation 
Department rather than the Department of Agriculture. 

LeoMin Oee, who with his wife Marlene operates 
Chickasaw Farm at the market which includes the 
Country Bakery and produce sales, said that 500 
farmers markets are under construction in the country, 
but not for the original purpose of furnishing a 
marketplace for farmers. They are being constmcted to 
revitalize downtown and other areas. 

Cree said the Agricuhure Department is not geared 
for the nMlderiHiay fivmcrs market and in Virginia 
Beach, he said, it has resulted in mismanagement.

Among the mast serious of the problenu is perking. 
However, wtt/utimm made by the. merchants to im- 
prove Iheritilation have been turned down by CockreO. 
He iiid perking would be adequate merely be 
desipMling parking areas for the merchants who now 
must take up SO percent of the rear and sides. Other 
parking suggestions were to allow parking around the 
inner circle which Cockrell turned down, Qree said, 
because a fence would interfere with the view of ^e 
flowers, and the use of a city parking lot less than a 
block away. 

As the problems mounted the city assigned a 
management team including Cockrell, Aailstant to the 
aty Manager 8mb Clay, J. R. Natter from the Qty 
Attorney's Office and R. E. Hatten, the market 
manager. The purpose of the committee Qee said, was 
to appeal decisions made by CockreO. 

Qee alsp said signs are needed to direct people to 
the markeb He said there is only one sign at Princess 
Anne Road and Landstown Road visible to motorists 
coming firoin Kemps ville. There is no sign visible from 
the other <iirectian. Oee said he had his own made up 
two years ago, took them to a meeting of the 
management team, but "they confiscated my signs" 
and told me the dty would see to it that the proper signs 
were up. That was two years ago and still there are no 
signs, he said. 

Cree said that he thought the city would be more 
interested in publicizing a million dollar investment. 

At the Monday Oiundl meeting Hanbury said he did 
not share the view that the city doesn't care anything

about the market. "We would never had had it boih." 
He said diat the renu charged were not sufHdem to pay 
thecoit. He said die dty does not take out any paid ad- 
vertisemtns, but that Cockled does a good job 
pubUctzfaig the market throni^ pubHc servke adver- 
tising. Tenants are itsponsiUe for their own adver- 
tising, he said. "I can't see much substance to any of 
the complaints," he said. 

As for the complaints abourpot and afcohol use at the 
market, he said the Country Hoe Down may be the 
source. 

Coancilman Patrick L. Standing said he'd heard a lot 
of good comments about the Country Hoe-Down. 

Hanbury said that he was "afraid you have that (pot 
and akohd) anytime you have congregations of pcofAe. 

Referring to news stories about the prc^lems, 
Conncflman John A. Bamn said the merchuits should 
be more responsible than to go to the press. 

Vice Mayor Harold Heischober said he's heard more 
good than bad about the market, but that there is a real 
paridng problem there and more direction off traffic is 
needed. 



Oee said that he and Feggy HKkett organized the 
Friday night Hoe-Down and that the dty did build a 
nice pavilion .far performances. But Friday night is a 
big night for' the market with trucks unloading for the 
weekend, and the "many, many people, drugs and 
afcohol - it doesn't mix very well." 

Cree said the best thing would be for the Agriculture 
Department to give it up and to place the market under 
Parks and Recreation which ran a pumpin contest 
there. 

He said that the market has no petting zoo, nothing 
for children. He said tourist buses stop there and there 
is no one to greet the tourists. 

He said two years ago Cockrell and Hutfon and a 
majority (rf merchants attended a meeting and planned 
to meet four times a year. Not one meeting has been 
held, he said. 

Creek said that from 75.000 to 100,000 people visit 
the Market each month.

The Virginia Beach Health Department offers 
the following suggestions to hdp residents with 
once a week refuse collection: 

•Use (mly cans with tight fitting lids. 

•Use plastic can liners. 

•As each can is filled, tie off the liner and 
replace the lid. 

•If space permits, keep partially ftUed cans in 
tlK garage or store them in a shady area away 
from the back door. Heat speeds up decom- 
position. 

•Put odorous foods, e.g. crab shells, fish cut- 



tings, onions and other meat and vqetable scraps 
that deteriorate rapidly, in a separate tied bag 
before pladng in the can. (If space permits, store 
them in a refrigerator until pick up day). 

•Break down snudl boxes and cartons before 
pladng them in the can. this saves space. 

•Inspect empty cans for maggots. If any arc 
found, spray with an insectidde to prevent them 
from becoming adult flies. 

By following the above tips, you will reduce 
your fly. animal and odor problems.

First Time Students Need Phys 



All elementary and kindergarten students 
entering a Virginia Beach school for the first time 
niust show iKOof of having reodved a complete 
physical examinatimi within the 12 months 
preceding the enrollment. Physical exam forms j 
are available at the office of each school. Under 
Virginia law, a child may not attend school until 
this requirement is met. 

ProfT of immunization, (induding date receiv- 
ed), against diphtheria, pertussis (whooping 
cough), tetanus, polio, rebeola (measles), rubella 
(German measles) and mumps is also required of 
any elementary stiidem entering a Virginia Beach 
school for the first time. Parents or guardians are 
urged to begin early to ensure that all immuniza- 
tions are comi^eted prior to the beginning of 
school attendance. 

School physical examinatkws are offered to new 
students and new teachers who are military 
dependenu at the Sewells Point branch ONLY of 
the Navy Regional Medical Center. An appoint- 
ment is aeoosary; it must be made by calling 
398-S5|0.^ftw|a|^^^ f^^ Air Station dependents 
'^^mmfmmfmmmm00imk^'mmm at the Oceana 
Clinic, but appointments must be made by calling 
425-2336. Required X-rays for new teachers who 



are military dependents may also be obtained at 
Boone Clinic at the Littie Creek Naval Amphibious 
Base. Immunizations are offered to military 
dependents on a walk-in basis, Monday-Friday, at 
the facilities of Sewells Point. Boone Clinic. 
Oceana Clinic, and Portsmouth Naval Hospital. 

In addition, the Virginia Beach Public Health 
Department offers the services of three clinics to 
help chUdren entering the city's pliblic schools 
complete their basic immunization and schod 
physical requiremcuut. 

Free immunizations are crfTered at the clinics, 
which are located at the Princess Anne Municipal 
Center, on the beach front at 19th and Arctic 
Avenue, and in the Pembroke area at 930 
Independence Boulevard. 

The clinics will also give physical examinations 
to indigent students entering Virginia Beach 
schools for the first time. Others are charged a 
fee on sliding scale based on iiamily income. 
Af^pointments are necessary. 

Scheduled hours for the clinics at the Munidpid 
Center, at 19th and Arctic Avenue, and at 930 
Independenoe Boulevard, may be obtained by 
calling the individual clii^.

Schimmel's little 
finger, which protected her head from the strikes was 
disfigured permanently, is probably the only thing that 
prevented this case from bebjg a murder case." 

A Chesapeake Circuit Court, however, determined 
that Andy Ward did not maliciously intend to hurt 
Schunmel. Ward was subsequendy fined $1,000 and 
sentenced to one year in Jafl by a jury. His brother, was 
given one 60 day sentence for assaulting Koziana, plus 
10 months for vitiation of parole, plus 60 more days for 
interfering with the poBce. 

Was Kowalsky satisfied with the ctedsion of the jury? 

"If you had adced me that question right after the 
trial, I would have undoubtedly said no," Kowalsky 
said. "I still thtok, with the evidence, that either of the 
two greater charges would have api^ied to Schinund's 
assailant. But a Supreme Court definition of 'malice' 
was read to the court which made them decide Ward 
didn't act malidously. >^iparently suffering a per- 
manently disfigured finger isn't enough of an injury of 
maiming to say it had been performed with malice. But 
Ward U lucky Aat ^ finger was aU that was damaged. 
Schinunel received a cut on her head also, requiring 
about nine or 10 stitches." 

Kowidsky swd'if Sqhunmel hadn't raised her hand to 
protect her head.' the assault charge could have been 
murder; or, Schimmd may have suffered brain damage. 
He sees the problem with assaults on police officers, but 
doesn't know how Virginia Beach judges can be per- 
suaded to impose harsher penalties on peoide who 
assault police officers in Virginia Beach. 

"I don't know the answer to that," he said. "In this 
last case, I requested a jury. I didn't want one judges' 
decision. But this was a fdony case. Juries can't be 
requested in misdemeanor offenses such as simple 
assault." 

Ward's statement to police indicated, according to 
Kowalsky, that the assaults on the police officers were 
provoked. 

"His statement said that Koziana was pushing his 
muscle around, trying to impress and win favor from 
the female officer," Kowalsky said.

Bert Miller Praised

in Norfolk, couldn't resist c^mnig, to the annual 
Schuylkill VaUey chapter picnic. in Pottstown, Pa. 
Actually, Frank, better known as "Bert", shown with 
Martin Schaffer, was visiting one of his two daughters. 
Barbara, whose husband works in the Pottstown area. 

Frank was SOPA at the picnic, so I singled him out of 
the more than 100 people present for a sea story. The 
others were too busy swimming, eating chicken, and 
com Ml the cob, provided by the picnic ccxnmittee at the 
Bob Kepner homestead. He stood straight as a die and 
was sharp as a tack as he proudly wore his submarine 
vest, made by his wife Ethel. It must have been great 
to be ships company with Bert. 

He was only 15 years old in 1918 when he signed in as 
Apprentice Seaman at Newport, R.L boot camp. Six 
weeks huer he was shovelmg coal aboard the old four 
stacker, USS St. Louis CA-20. After hauling 8,437 US 
troops back from FraaoB after WWI, Miller caught the 
M-1 (SS-47), his first submarine. 

IBs mast exdting cruise M)oard M-1 was on the end 
(rfa toehne, behfaid the cruiser St. Louis, afl the way to 
the Azores. The M boats just were not quite the fleet 
type yet. Bert, age 79 now, and Fitzsiimnons, age 86 
and in a rest home in Seattle, Washington, are the two 
kne survivors who sailed on M-1. Bert also was TAD 
aboard the submarines S-10, S-11, S-12 and S-48 in his 
long Navy career. 

But Miller's heart was in deep sea diving. He rose 
through the ranks ot LCDR in 1939 and today still 
proudly wears the gold officer's diving pin. His record 
of deep sea diving is abnost endless. 

He was master diver abopw-d,FaicQo ASRr2. JF^loon 
served as a light ship and as a salvage ship. CDR 
Miller helped in the S-Sl (SS-162) salvage operation in 
1925 when S-51 was rammed and sunk by the steamer. 
City of Rome, ofi^ Block Island. Only thr^e people

survived that sinking. 

On 11 December 1927 the submarine S-4 (SS-109) 
was rammed and sunk off Cape Cod by the US Coast 
Guard vessel Paulding. There were no survivors. 
Miller helped raise her. S-4 was then towed to the 
Boston Navy Yard and later recommissioned. 

The airship Akron was wrecked in a storm off the 
New Jersey coast in 1933. Miller helped in those diving 
and rescue operations. 

In 1939 he he^d rescue 33 survivors from the 
submarine Squahis SS-192 (rff Portsmouth. N.K. 9k 
was refloated, towed to Portsmouth, and recommis- 
sioned USS Sailfish on 15 May. 1940. 

Master diver Miller was instrumental in the rescue 
efforts when 0-9 (SS-70) went down 15 miles off 
Portsmouth, N.H.. on 19 June. 1941. All rescue efforts 
failed and 0-9 is still on the bottom with all hands. 

In April 1942 the US Destroyer Roper DD-147 sank 
the German submarine U-8S off the North Carolina 
coast. Rescue and salvage operations, details of whidi 
are still classified^ were conducted by CDR Miller. 

Bert and his wife, Ethel, live at 1 149 Ferry Plantation 
Road, Virginia Beach, Va. Their other daughter lives in 
Wichita Falls. Tx. Both she and her husband are 
lawyers. -

Beach Residentif Alerted To Clearinghouse 



Editor: 

A new clearinghouse operation is aiding anti-crime 
cooperation between citizens and law enforcemem of- 
ficials. ' ' 

The National Neighborhood '#8tch Association is 
expanding and strmgthening the community crime 
prevention programs l^ wwking with member citizens 
and neighborhood groups. 

The non-profit citizens' organization is designed to 
draw on advice, materials, and services of security tx- 
perts. It emphasizes public awareness, crime prevention 
education, and community co<q>eration. 

"The information is there, but it isn't reaching the 
people," says Ronald L. Hyden, NWA president. 
"Police and security experts are as concerned about 
street crime as the citizens. But their techniques go to 
waste when they aren't used by the people who need 
tiiem." 

Crime analysts have credited neighborhood watch 
groups with rMlucing crime and improving cooperation 
between citizens and officials in communities 
throughout the nation. Chief Justice Warren Bnrfer 
defended the positive contribution of such programs 
when he contrasted them recentiy with outbreaks of 
"vigilantism." 

"Watch groups^ have shown what the people can do 
working together with their local officials." agrees 
Hyden. "But together with their local officials," agrees 
Hyden. "But volunteers are handicapped by limited 
local resources, and hick of contact with other neigh- 
bcMrhoods that have already solved similar probknu." 

The NWA clearinghouse will provide members and 
community minded organizations and firms with crime 
prevention materials, informatioii' exchuige and other 
proUem-sohdng services. A uuiH if Ml ihSp campaign is 
under way to identify bd^i^'^tSh'i^^Mfis that need 
information and assistuice; as Kvetf ias encourage new 
neighborhood projects. 



Need for local crime prevention aid has increased sin- 
ce funds for the federal Neighborhood Watch Program 
were withdrawn from the Carter Administration 
budget. Although NWA is recently formed and depen- 
dent on dues and contributions, Hyden hopes to focu< 
pubUc awareness quickly, to help counter the expecrt^.i 
crime surge this summer.

The Virginia Beach Department of Health treats up to 
SO people a day for gonorrhea. Teenage pregnancies at 
the Beach number 1 ,000 a year, with 50% of those abor- 
ted. 

Herpes, the menacing venereal disease that can kill 
newborn children is also prevalent in Virginia Beach, 
but not reported regularly to health department of- 
ficials. 

"Herpes is not a reportable disease," said Virginia 
Beach Department of Health Director Dr.* George C. 
Sjoiand. "That means, the number of people going to 
the VD clinic for herpes usually goes undocumented by 
health officials. Usually, the person is treated for herpes 
and released. It's a very common disease." 

Sjolund said Virginia Beach teenagers continue to 
contract and spread the venereal diseases. The proUem is 
with providing proper education to teenagers and paren- 
ts, to deter the disease spread. 

"People involved with sex need the education," 
Sjolund said. "Many times parents don't communicate 
information about VD to their children. They want their 
children to learn this from another source. " 

Last January the Sun first reported the epidemically 
high rates for teenage pregnancies and Beachers with 
VD. (Sun, Jan. 22). Since that time, little has changed to 
stop increases in either area. 

"1 don't think there has been any change in the 
m^nitude or the severity of the problems in Virginia 
Beach, since the last Sun article," Dr. Sjolund said. 
"There is always an increase in VD over the Summer, 
usually resulting from the additional out-of-town 
people who visit the city between May and September. 
But there's no change in rates since early this year. We 
still treat up to 18,000 Beach residents for gonorrhea a 
year. 

"Another danger to Beach women is herpes. It is not a 
deadly disease, but it can be very dangerous, and is in- 
curaUcw The real danger with herpes is for the {H-egnant 
woman. If she has active, and I stress active, vaginal 
herpes while giving birth, h could affect the new child's 
central nervous system and can cause death. But many 
pregnant women have herpes while pregnant, and it is 
harmless unless the lesions are open and active."

Sjolund said proper community education is the key 
to reducing VD and teenage pregnancy rates in Virginia 
Beach. The health department, however, does not ad- 
vise public school officiak; nor do they conduct resear- 
ch to combat the sickening foes. Instead, the depart- 
ment reports the facts and figures and rely on the 
private sector of the community to push for action. 

"If the citizens of Virginia Beach want some type of 
formal sex education." Sjolund said, "they must push 
for it. It is not the role of the health board to set or even 
suggest poUcy affecting these issues. 

"Sex education in the schools is a controversial issue. 
I think however, that a vobjntary program may be ac- 
cepted by some of the city's minors. But reducing the 
rates we've mentioned is not easy. To see a decline in the 
rates, a voluntary program would have to be instituted 
for five to 10 years, with at least a SO to 60% par- 
ticipation level by the students. They need to learn

Water Restrictions Lifted; Theme Park

Everyone agrees that the 16-«Gre former indnerator site off Laskin 
Road b an eyesore and that UMnething should be done to improve it. 
But agreeBMnt over that something should be doesn't seem to be any 
closer than It has ever been. 

After a two-hour public hearing Monday afternoon, Virginia Beach 
aty Council failed to approve three different proposals before the 
matter was deferred for another week when all members of Council 
are expected to be present. The absence of Councilman Patrick L. 
Standing Monday resulted in three tie votes. 

Council has these choices: 

•Leave the city-owned site a* it is. 

•Develop it in a pobHc park. 

•ScO it to a private developer for a commercial enterprise, 
something Kke a theme park. 



•Lease it to a private developer for commercial development. 

Interested citizens packed the Council Chambers Monday and were 
about evenly split b e tw een those who want the city to develop the 
property as a public park and those who want conunerdal develop- 
ment into a'thone park. 

CouncilminW. H. Kitchin III, a Beach Borough businessman, was 
most voc^ among the Council members and was definitely opposed to 
commercial development. He wants the property to be used as a park 
for Beach residents. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury suggested that Council have a 
study made by an unbiased group-volunteers from State educational 
institutions which have offered their services-to decide what the best 
plan would be. 

Developer Jerry McDonnell, who wants to use the site by buying it 
or leasing it as part of a theme park asked only that Council wait a lit- 
tle longer before making a decision so that he could present his entire 
package to Council. 

Councilman Reid Ervin wants anyone to be allowed to submit 




design proposals, while Councilwoman Barbara Henley went along 
with the study. 

A motion from Vice Mayor Harold Heischober which would be 
allowed private developers to bring in proposals was seen by Ervin to 
be a "cop out." Ervin said that Council should first decide whether 
the property would be developed by the city or by a private developer 
before it asks businessmen to spend mon«ry on plans that may not be 
considered. 

Heischober's motion to have the city prepare a bid document 
relating to the properiy to elicit bids from private developers, but to 
retain the property, failed by a tie vote. Voting against the motion 
were Dr. E. T. Buchanan, Ervin, Henley, Kitchin and Meyera Obcr- 
ndorf. 

A motion by Kitchin to reaffirm to commitment of the city to retain 

the land and at the same time get the suff to put together a park 

similar to Redwing and give no further consideration to a park or any 

other commercial development but to retain it for public use also

"If there was just some clear cut evidence that sex 
education leads to a decrose in these areas," DeFord 
said. "I'm sure the comouinity. and the scho(d board, 
would fight harder for some type of voluntary sex 
education program. Just adopting a strong policy won't 
answer the question. The schooi board adopted a hard 
line on marijuana smoking, yet it continues. Ndther is/' 
there evidence that corporal punidiment is an effective 
bdiavior modifier, yet that policy is carried through in 
schools."

Procedures For School Closings 



The following questions and answers should help 
clear up any confusion and should provide a ready 
reference for Beach residents concerning emergency 
school closing procedures of Virginia Beach Public 
Schools. May we suggest that you keep this information 
hatidy throughout the school year. 

Q. For what reasons would schools be closed? 

A. Unsafe road conditions for school buses created 
by extreme weather, such as snow, ice, or flooding, are 
the primary reasons; however, other emergency 
situations, such as failure of heating or electrical 
equipment, an energy shortage, or a major disease or 
epidemic could close a given school. 

Q. Who makes the decision to keep the schoob open 
or to close them In an emergeacy situation? 

A. The superintendent of Schools makes that 
decision, based on personal observation of conditions, 
contacts with the National Weather Service, and on in- 
formation supplied by designated staff members, law 
enforcement agencies, and other appropriate agencies 
or individuals. 

Q. What options docs the Saperiateadent have? 

A. He may choose to close the schools and offices for 
the entire day for all students and all employees, or he 
may require certain key personnel lo repon for work. 
In addition, he may dismiss schools early or open them 
laterthan usual, based on his assessment of .conditions, 
as described above. 

Q. How can the students, parents^ school employers, 
and other citizens learh of closing, early dismissfli, or 
delayed opeaiags? 

A. As soon as the decision is made by the' Superinten- 
dent, every radio and television station in Tidewater is 



notified, using an official code, by the Public Infor- 
mation Office or the Superintendent. Notification is 
usually completed by 6:15 a.m.; following thai time, if 
you hear no announcement concerning Virginia Beach 
Public Schools, you should assume that school is open 
and that a regular schedule will be followed. If it is 
possible to make a decision earlier, notification is given 
ai that time In an early dismissal situation, the same 
radio and teicvision stations are notified immediately in 
as far in advance of dismissal as practicable. 

Q. What can parents do to help (he schooU in an 
emcrgenc> situation? 

A. Have a radio and. or television set handy during 
inclement weather: keep listening tor a tca».Miable 
length ol iimc lor any announcement* Please dv'* not 
call the individual Nchools. the School .Adminivi'aiion 
Building offices, or the radio and television st iiions. 
Those lines need to be kept open for outgoing calls ir an 
emergency situation. Also, it is ± good idea to plan 
ahead; parents should discuss with students what action 
should be taken and where to go in the event no one can 
be at home at a time of early dismissal. 

•Q. When will days lost during an enwrgcncy he audc 
upt 

'A. During the 1981-82 school year. February 15 is 
scheduled as a holiday, but will be used as a makeup day 
if linte is lost because of inclement weather. Additional 
day> lost will he rescheduled by the School Board.

$34, OOP To Improve Access 



Lookout Road Issue Now

The City of Virginia Beach will keep Lookout Road 
open through Chesapeake Beach and Baylake Pinet and 
spend S34,000 to improve a curve in the road between 
the two communities. 

City Council by a vote of 9 - 2 Monday evening took 
action which dashed the hopes of Baylake Pines residen- 
ts to dead-end the street on either side of the curve. 

At an informal meeting on Council Monday after- 
noon. City Manager George L. Hanbury said that "to 
my knowledge we have never closed an active road 
anywhere" in the 300 some miles of Virginia Beach. He 
suggested instead that the road remain open and the 
curve improved. 

He said Lee Eskey, coordinator of Civil Defense, 
supported the closing because in times of high tides and 
hurricanes the road wouldn't help anyway. HAnbury 
said, however, that he was the director of Civil Defense 
and he thinks the road will help in times of man-made 
disasters such as traffic accident and fires. 

!-ianbi!ry said a small portion of an undeveloped lot 
would have lo be acquired to improve the curve but that 
more land would be required for cul de sacs. 

Mayor Dr. J. l^Ienry McCoy Jr. said he had to agree 
with Hanbury that it was too much trouble getting a 
road open once it has been closed. 

Pro-closure residents filled most of one side of the 
Council chambers while those opposed filled most of 
the other side. 

Carl Berman of 4346 Lookout Road, Baylake Beach, 
said he represented 317 property owners in favor of the ' 
closure. 

He said the road is a hazard of life and property, that 
ruts are always on private lawns from cars which run off 
the road, and most of the drivers are non-residents. He 
said ehminating the curve and the grade would create 
more traffic, and that closing was the only viable 
solution. 

Bill Blue, of 4312 B. Lookout Road, owner and 
publisher of Guide magazine, said he has to travel the 
road daily but would gladly spend an extra minute to 
drive to Shore Drive. 

He said cruising traffic would be reduced if not 
diminated. 

Steve Brown, of 4316 Lookout Road, quoted Eskey 
as saying that if the residents of Chesapeake Beach fled 
to Baylake Beach during a natural disaster it would be 
an unique situation because Btyiake Beach is lower. 

Bob Smythe. president of t)K Chesapeake Beach 
Civic League, said that the Itf^ue is opfMMed to the 
clbfing. He said it would- affect fire and evacuatiofi^ 
routes and the remainint routei would be overcrowded. 
"If this road were doacff what would keep other com- 
muaities fnm asking to be clotcd?" he asked. He asked 
foe striol enforcement of the speed limits. 

Edwin Holma said he fuOy supported the plan of- 
fered by the administratioo. 

Gordon Lorton, of 4316 Sandy Bay Drive. Baylake 
Beach, opposed the closure. He recounted his expoien- 
cc as a hmt attack victim when time getting help was so 
important. 

Michelle Zimmerman of Chesapeake Beach, related 
another personal experience, when her house caught 
fire. She said Pleasure House Road was blocked and (he 
fire engiiies had 10 to through Baylake Pines. 

B. F. Wagner, of Chesapeake Beach, said diat curves 
at two ends of the road should be tanproved as wdl as 
the one in the center. He said he needed the road to go 
lodMirdi. 

Coundfanan Dr. Oarenoe A. HoOand said when the 
original rood was opened traffic was nunimal. He said 
the road would not be closed to pedestrian and bicyde 
traffic or to emergency vehicles. He moved for dosure 
of thestreet. 

Ws motion drew a call from the audience. "We have 
a councilman who is a resident of Baylake Pines..." 

His motion recdved no second.

Turnpike Plan Denied 



The Virginia Beach Master Street and Highway Plan 
now calls for the realignment of Centerville Turnpike to 
go through thcChristian Broadcasting Network site. 

City Council Monday evening by a vote of 10-1 
amended the plan to indude the change which City 
Manager Ckorge L. Hanbury is not likely to be funded 
any time soon. 

He said the dty should be looking for funds in the 
next five-year capital Improvement budget, "but we 
don't have the money." 

The change was part of the agreement reached bet- 
ween the dty and CBN when part of the CBN property 
was rezoned recently. 

Coundlwoman Meyera Obemdorf, who voted again- 
st the change, asked whether CBN was paying for the 
rdocation. "It was my impression the taxpayers were 
paying for most of it. 

City Planning Director Robert Scott said they are. but 
that CBN will pay for the portion which has to do with 
their access. 

The change approved also increases the proposed 
right of way width for Indian River Road from 1-64 to 
its intersection with the realigned Centerville Turnpike. 
Both, said Hanbury, are related to the long-range 
development i^ans proposed by the Christian Broad- 
casting Network. He also said the scale of development 
<m the site has generated the need for additional r^t of 
way to accommodate the levds of traffic. As a result, 
the right of way wiH be increased from 110 feet to 140 
feet between 1-64 and the relocation of Centerville Tur- 
npike. 

Obemdorf said that the peofrie of Cedar HiU bdieve 



the realignment would dump traffic in their ndghbrn-- 
hood. She said she thought it better not to run a road in- 
to a neighborhood. 

Hanbury said he didn't think traffic would be in- 
creased anymore in the neighborhood any more by the 
realignment. The normal traffic in the area does not go 
through the residential area. 

Coundlman John A. Baum expressed concern that 
the dty was going along with the realignment merely 
because CBN requested it. "I don't think we should 
strain ourselves for CBN." he said. 

Hanbury said the realignment actually would help the 
city by getting the junction of Centerville Turnpike 
away from the Interstate and Indian River Road. When 
the realignment was first suggested to CBN. CBN did 
not own the property. 

Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. agreed that the 
realignment would help the city. 

Coimcilwoman RelNi McClanan wanted to know how 
much money would be involved. 

Hanbury said the dty has not prepared any plans. 
"We're not talking about building anything now, he 
said. He said the dty had to get the plan on the Master 
Street and Highway Plan before it could requirecatibns 
from CBN. 

Obemdorf said she was rductant to change the i^an 
because when people find out how the roads have been 
turned around they will come in and complain that there 
had been no public hearing.

Wilkins Working On New Book 

Handicapped Superstar 
Loves Life And Sports

Skip WUktaM won't call himself courageous, or a 
superstar, but to thousands of disabledathletes, he's the 
reigning champion. 

"When I look in the mirror, I don't see what others 
see in me," said Wilkins, recently selected for the sixth 
time to the United Stotes Olympic Wheelchair Team. 

"People ask me if I'm courageous, or if I fed Uke a 
superstar." Wilkins continued, "but to me those words 
are just adjectives that can, and should, be applied to 
everyone. I measure my success by my own life, my 
family, and my accomplishments." 

So, Wilkins is one of those modest athletic superstars. 
Why not? His record speaks elequently enough for him. 
He began setting records in 1975, only eight years af- 
ter his 1967 water skiing accident that left him a 
quadriplegic at the age of 18. That year, in Champaign, 
m he set the National Whedchair Athletic Association 
shotpurrecord«tlli a heave of 1 1 ft. 4 to. Subsequently. 
he brokkiugjkP^ rcopld in 1976. 77, and again in 
1979. nllES BoMs liatidnal records inthe dub throw 
^6 ft. 7 in.). Javelin throw (49 ft. 8 in.), and discus (36 
ft. 8 in.).

In 1977, Wilkins was selected as Sportsman of the 
Year, by the Virginia Beach Sports Oub. He was induc- 
ted into the Virginia Wheelchair Hall of Fame in 1978. 
Between 1979 and 1980 he spoke pubilicaUy and made 
television appearances. The City of Virginia Beach 
recognized WUkins as volunteer of the year, 1980, and 
he was selected as a Paul Harris Fdlow. 1981 . by Rotary 
Foundation of Rotary International. He holds the title 
of America's 1980 Athlete of the Year in whedchair 
sports, and is redpient of the coveted Jack Oerhardt 
Award. 

Wilkins just this Spring competed in three regional 
wheelchair meets, in Virginia, Tennessee, and New 
York, and won 18 medab. including one bronze, two 
silver, and IS goM medals. He also recdved four gold 
medals in Seattle. Wash., during the 1981 National 
Wheelchair Meet. Wilkins just pocketed two gold, one 
bronze, and three rilwcr nnwdals hi international com- 
petition at the 1981 Stokes-Mandeville Games for the 
Physically Disabled'tai^Mjjiury, England. He also sd a 
>roiM record with alfflbttt ^.OdO total pwnts and won the 
gol4 medal in the pentathlon, a five event competition 
in which he competed for the first time on an inter- 
national level. 

Pkior to the trip to England. Wilkins and his wife 
Daphne met with President Ronald Reagan in the oval 
office to discuss the United Nations acclaimed Inter- 
national Year for Disabled Persons (lYDP) and presen- 
ted Reagan with a copy of Wflkins' autobiography. 
"The Real Race." Over the next six months. Wilkins 
wiU develop a new book, and qieakpublicatty.

I don't really need it to help me, or motivate 
me, but siich receptions would encourage other disabled 
atUetesto work and strive and be recopiized as positive 
and strong pwti of tlK community.

Whitley has watched Wilkins grow and mature as an 
athlete. He has noticed a change in Wilkins from when 
they first began training together. 

"Certainly he's changed," Whitley said. "It's like 
taking a person who is a good professional athlete, and 
finessing them up. He's become a much classicer 
athlete." 

Would Whitley caU Wilkins a superstar? 

"Sure he's a syperstar," he said. "He is amon« the 
top competitors in the world in his events..' There's not 
three others like him anywhere." 

Whitley said WUkins will begin training again within 
a year, in prq)aration for the 1984 Pan American 
Games, this year in the U. S. But right now, Wilkins is 
not really thinking about traimng. Nowadays he's 
traveling, spending time at home with his wife, and 
keqnng his life in perspective, which can be hard while 
trying to forget a water skiing accident that happened, 
as he stood at the doorstqp of a promising football 
career. But he appreciates what he has. 

"We nuy be content with ourselves, but we should 
never be satisfied," Wilkins said. "We are behind 
what's being accomplished for disabled people. 

"I've seen things affecttng peofde all over the wwld. 
We must all deal with stress and pain together. But 
there's one thing that I kept thinking as I travded. I 
knew there was no {dace like America. We don't ap- 
preciate how good we have it. I was in a place in BrazU 
and a glass of water cost as much as a beer or a Pepsi." 

Wilkins said GecMrge Bush was receptive to calls from 
disabled people. 

"Bush talked about our contributions as a team, and 
the general attitude of society towards disaUed 
people," he said. "Bush said that this year we should

Eskey said the biggest thitat posed 
during Dmnis* r<^cking occured in San- 
dbridge where thrill seekers defied safety 
procedures and snarled traffic to get a 
glimpse of Dennis' rage. 

"The only real concern I had during

Dennis, which became a hurricane after 
touching Virginia Beach and drifting out 
to sea, pushed winds up to 50 miles an 
hour, and dumped five to eight badly 
needed inches of tain in the area.

Orientation Set 

SdMOl starts for teadiers new to Virgmia Beadi 
Public Schods the week before students be^ their first 
day of schooL A new teacher orientation and briefing 
session b^ghu Monday, August 31, at 8:30 a.m. at 
Orcen Run H^ SdKXri. 

At the orientation, about 160 new teachers and for- 
mer teadiers wiD be wdcomed to Virginia Beach and its 
public schools by City Mayor Heary McCoy, School 
Board Chairman Dr. Ray Woods, and Division 
Stqierintendent Dr. E. E. Bricfcel. School board ad- 
mtaistrators, city coundlmen and city manager George 
Haahan^ wiO also be in attendence. The teachers will 
also see a slide-tape presentation about the city and the 
school system. 

Next, the new teachers will meet with their subject 
area or grade supervisors; that afternoon the>- will 
report to their individual schools. 

The week-long orientation continues during the next 
two days as the new teachers, as well as reiuminc 
teachers, report to their schools for briefings and for 
work in classrooms. On Thursday. September 3. secon- 
dary and dementary teachers will attend city-wide 
meetings for their particular curriculum, and on Friday 
win return to their individual schools to prepare for the 
arrival of students the following Tuesday. 

Many of the new teachers receive thdr teaching con- 
tract by mail during the summer and do not have the 
opportunity to learn about all of their job benefits:
